EFFECTS OF THE M’KINLEY BILL. 


Opinions as to Dry Goods, Groceries, Cigars, 
and Clothing. 

Although the Tariff bill went into effect 
yesterday there has yet been no effect noted 
in the staple commodities to the consumer in 
Chicago or in the territory dependent upon 
this city for its supplies. It is, of course, too 
early to note any rise or fall on the staples; 
however, it may be said in a general way that 
where the tariff has been added prices have 
had a firmer tendency in consequence. On 
the other hand, tariff reduction in food stuffs, 
for instance, has had no easier effect, nor is 
any expected, at least in the near futire. 
Prominent merchants who were interviewed 
yesterday expressed the opinion that advances 
varying in degree might belooked for in some 
lines in a few weeks. 

Dry goods will undoubtedly feel the change 
more than any other of the staple necessaries. 
In this connection Manager Fair, for Mar- 
shall Field. & Co., said: 

Many articles in our business will ad- 
vance from 10 to 25 per cent. The heaviest 
increase will beon plushes and velvets; but 
cotton embroideries, linens, hosiery, and for- 
eign dress goods will cost more. The bulk of 
the fall trade is now over, but before long the 
consumer will feel the change, although the 
increase may not be appreciably felt by the 
public until spring. On thestocks purchased 
before the bill went into effect competition 
will tend to keep prices down.“ 

Mr. Bane of Clement, Bane & Co. thought 
that the people who buy ready-made clothing 
could dress as well under the tariff revision on 
about the same amount of money as they did 
before the McKinley bill went into effect. 
There will be advances in foreign worsteds, 
and some merchants will take advantage. 
*“* But,” said Mr. Bane, “a single suit of 
clothes ought to be about as cheap as for- 
merly. 

Wholesale grocers generally agree that the 
public will pay pretty much the same prices 
on what they.eat as before. Sugar, which 
forms from 40 to 50 per cent of the retailer’s 
sales, will be quoted as of yore. 

Mr. Graeme Stewart of the Hoyt company 
said that notwithstanding Mr. McKinley and 
his bill he failed to see where the consumer 
would be appreciable benefited. The other 
fellow, it seems, pockets the rake-off, and the 
principal party, according to Mr. Stewart, ap- 
pears to be the Sugar Trust. Reductions in 
foreign dried fruits will not be felt; neither 
will tin-plate advances limit the consumption 
of canned goods. 

Cigars seem to be the only commodity, 
luxurious orotherwise, which has felt the tariff 
already. Inquiry revealed the fact that there 
are many dealers in town who have put up 
prices within the last few days. They pur- 
chased under old prices, but have taken ad- 
vantage of the situation. In commenting 
upon this Mr. Cooke of Sprague, Warner & 
Co. said that he expected the full advance 
would be felt by the consumer as early as 
Oct. 20. He thought the effect of the bill 
would be to reduce the volume of high-grade 
imported cigars fully 25 per cent in Chicago 
and the West. The advance would be from 
$18 to $32 per 1,000. He expects to see an in- 
crease in the consumption of Key West and 
seed and Havanas, but at higher figures.

The First Brigade, Third Division, Twenti- 
eth Army Corps, which is to begin its reunion 
at Galesburg today, and which will extend the 
greeting of comraileship to President Harri- 
son tomorrow, consisted of the Seventy-Ninth 
Ohio, One Hundred and Fifth Illinois, One 
Hundred and Second Illinois, One Hundred 
and Twenty-Ninth Illinois, and Seventieth In- 
diana regiments, In July, 1862, Presi- 
dent Lincoln issued a call for 600,000 more 
troops, and it was in response to this call that 
the regiments enumerated were organized. 
The comp:nies pf the One Hundred and 
Second Illinois | were raised in Knox, 
Mercer, Warren, and Rock Island 
Counties. Companies A, F, D, H, I, and B 
came almost exclusively from Knox County, 
and companies C, E, K, and G from Mercer 
County.

A Pamphlet in the Interest of Lotteries 
Refused Transmission from New Orleans. 
New Oruxans, La., Oct. 6.—The Progressive 

League, an organization formed for the pur- 

pose of advocating the acceptance of the prop- 

osition of the Louisiana State Lottery to pay 
an Annual license to the State of $1,250,000 
tor arecharter of the company for twenty-five 
years, has been sending a amount of 
literature through the mails. Today it was 
discovered that the latest circular of the 
league had been stopped at the New Orleans 

post-office. : . 

The pamphlet in question was a history of 
lotteries in this country, going to show that 
they were advocated and supported by Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, and other fathers of the 

Republic, and that the Continental Congress 

itself established a lottery in 1776, which 

proved of great benefit in securing the sinews 
of war for the struggling patriots. The 
scheme of this lottery and a fac simile 
of one of the tickets were printed 
in the pamphlet. When the officers of 
the league inquired at the post-office the 
reason for the rejection of their matter they 
were told that it contained a lottery scheme, 
and could not go th the mails: The 
point was made that the lottery in question 
had not only received the full sanction of 

Congress, but had been dead for 114 years. 

The postal authorities, however, remained 

firm in their determination to exclude the 

matter from the mails. The question will be 
taken to the Post-Office Department at Wash- 
ington .by the Postmaster here, and will be 

probably taken to the United States Courts by 
the Progressive League.

The saloon has never had much of a follow- 
ing in the aristocratic suburbs of Chicago. In 
one way or another the commutators have 
beaten off the taverns—sometimes by means 
of laws and other times with iron-bound deeds 
stipulating that liquor shall not be sold on the 
property transferred. This is the way Edge- 
water has stood off the saloon man, and the 
resident of the pretty suburb who has wanted 
a drink has had to keep his jug in the cellar. 
Edgewater proper will continue to be dry be- 
cause every foot of land in it was transferred 
under the conditions mentioned. At the same 
time the saloon threatens to come right up to 
the inner walls of the village, and there is go- 
ing to bo trouble. 

ht next to Edgewater proper lies Cairn- 
duff’s Addition. It is really all one town, but 
there is a legal dividing line. The property 
in Cairnduff’s Addition is not protected like 
its neighbor, and a wicked brewer and a 
wicked saloon man have taken advantage of 
this fact and propose to plant their bar right 
down at the corner of Evanston Ridge and 
Bryn Maur avenues, where children bound for 
school must pass it and where the good men 
of Edgewater will acquire a desire for the red 
liquor that biteth like an asp and leaves a bad 
taste in the mouth, The wicked brewer is 
Peter Fortune of the well-known brewing 
company and the naughty saloon man is of 
the name of Ahern. 

Close to a Public School. 

Mr. Fortune owns the land on which Ahern 
proposes to place his saloon. He bought it 
from Dennis Ward. It is right on the line of 
Edgewater and within 400 feet of a public 
school, The building was originally used for 
a grocery store, but recently it was remodeled 

‘and preparations made for starting a saloon. 
A license was applied for and then the people 
of pretty Edgewater began to think it was 
time to open fire upon the obnoxious innova- 
tion. A spirited meeting was held and a com- 
mittee appointed to wait upon Mayor Cregier. 
The committee got little satisfaction. Mr. 
Cregier was pleasant, but he would make no 
promise of stopping a license.

Under ordinary circumstances the 
latter would have been satified with the sched- 
ule as it was, except as regarded worsteds, 
but fearing the wool duties would be ad- 
vanced anyway they withdrew their opposi- 
tion and were given much higher duties.

Congressmen 
when they begin to hear from the consumers 
will wish they had taken the advice of Tus 
Tripune and braved the threatened wrath of 
a few short-sighted wool-growers rather than 
that of their constituents. Most of them 
knew they were doing wrong when they voted 
for this woolen schedule—how wrong many of 
them will soon find out. 

The Tariff bill having passed the manufact- 
urers of Brussels carpets find themselves in 


this plight: The cost of the cheap imported 


wools they use so largely has been advanced 
both by higher duties and a new system of 
classification. They will have to advance the 
price of their goods. If they do not they will 


duties will not relieve them, for no carpets 
were coming in to speak of under the old 
tariff. But the manufacturers know that in- 
creased cost means lessened consumption: 
They know there will be less Brussels 
‘bought and mote of the cheaper carpetings. 
So what is there left for them todo than 
what they are doing—reducing production? 
Hence the shutdown of 40 per cent of the mills 
in Philadelphia; hence the discharge of weav- 
ers; and hence, too, reduced purchases of 
American wools. 

The wool-growers may be able to see now 
the part they are to play in this little comedy. 
As consumers they will pay more for their 
carpets; as producers they will get less for 
their wool. And these are the natural conse- 
quences of the passage of the bill for which 
they clamored so loudly. Therefore they 
shall eat of the fruit of their own way and be 
filled with their own devices.”

THE / MISTAKES OF WATTERSON. 
Mr. Watterson, wha is opposed to all pro- 
tection and is for tree trade, says in the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal 8 


Wages are higher per man in America, though 
the wages cost of almost every article manufact- 
ured isddess in America than in England. That is, 
that though the man may earn more per day in 
America than in Engl his product per day is 
also greater, the result that the labor cost 
of the article is act less here than abroad! 


This is somewhatofia new free-trade depart- 
ure. Hitherto Mr, Watterson and those who 
think like him have been claiming that while 
wages were smaller abroad than here their pur- 
chasing power was as great. They now tack on 
this further assumption, that the higher 
wages-here are paid because of the greater ef- 
fectiveness and rapidity of the workingman. 
In other words, they d that the European 
worker gets for less work wages equal in pur- 
chasing power to those paid in this country 
for a greater * of work —which is ab- 
surd. 

Had Mr. Watterso Han as thorough a law- 
yer as he is a free-trader he would have sub- 
mitted some evidence in support of his last 
proposition, He has failed todo so, He has 
given some extracts ftom old letters of Secre- 
taries of State, but they are based on informa- 
tion derived from Corjsuls in Europe. When 
the reports of the latter are examined they 
are found to contain no data, but only their 
own impressions, derjved chiefly from seeing 
people at work in the fields and the building 
trades, The data necessary are such as these: 
The number of pounds of cotton, woolen, or 
flax. yarn the 2 Belgian, Fronch, or 
German weaver turns into cloth in an hour; 
the number of pounds of window glass the 
Belgian glassindker turns out in an hour; the 
number of pieces of pottery the German or 
English potter can 7 5 out in an hour. When 
data like these have been secured for Europe 
and America Mr. Wéetterson will have some 
facts before him. At present he has none and 
cannot back up his contention. 

But while Mr. Watterson is waiting for his 
statistics to turn up let him answer this ques- 
tion: If the labor cost of the products of the 
American manuf r per pound, or yard, 
or other unit is no greater than that of the 
foreign manufacturer, by reason of the great- 
er efficiency of Ame labor, why is it that 
the foreigner competes so successfully, though 
under the disadvantages of large freight 
charges and a high tariff? Out of $438,000,000 
of dutiable imports} last year $270,000,000 
worth consisted of woolen, cotton, flax, and 
silk fabries, of leather and leather goods, 
manufactures of irgn and steel, and china, 
glass, and earthenware. On these there were 
levied duties ranging from 25 to 100 per cent. 
How did all these manage to overleap 
the high tariff barrier and take the place of 
an equal quantity of which would other- 
wise have been made in this country? And if 


the labor cost was equal at home and abroad 


why did the American manufacturers allow 
themselves to be attipped of the enormous 
profits they would haye made by manufactur- 
ing under shelter of the high tariff these goods 
which they allowed to be imported? 

Why did the American window-glass manu- 
facturers, with capagity for making every 
pound of window glags needed in the country, 
and witb 100 per cent protection, allow one- 
third of the American demand to be supplied 
by Belgium? Theirlpbor, according to Mr. 
Watterson, costs t no more per pound or 
pane or square foot o Of glass; their gas fuel is 
better and costs m less, so much less as to 
offset the greater of their chemicals. The 
New England meas manufacturer gets his 
raw cotton for less than the Englishman, and, 
according to Mr. rson, his labor costs 
him no more per yard of cloth. Why then 
does he allow the neighboring markets of 
South and Central America to be taken from 
him by his Manc r competitor?

the human organism during an uncounted 


| course of centuries without their presence 


being suspected till a few years ago. In the 
youthful days of people now old the micro- 


scope revealed the existence of millions of 


little living beings in drops of water and 
human blood, and opened up to us a knowl- 
edge of a world the existence of which had 
not previously been suspected. But it needed 
higher magnifying powers to detect the pres- 
ence in the animal organism of the rod-like 
bits of matter which from their shape received 
the designations of bacteria and bacilli, from 
the Greek and Latin words for rod or 
stick, and required close and patient observa- 
tion to detect the fact of their being living en- 
tities, Still further investigation led to the 
discovery that these bits of animated nature 
are direct antagonists to the larger beings they 
inhabit, and threatened the vverturning of all 


the medical systems by presenting the world 


with a grand new theory of the origin and 
cause of disease. It has given us a glimpse at 
the mysterious influences which heretofore 
baffled the highest human skill to describe, 
saying nothing of the impossibility of curing, 
except by accident, a malady the nature of 
which was entirely unknown. 

The generalizations of Dr. Hart are more 
comprehensive than warranted by the recent 
address of Dr. Koch to the International Med - 
ical Congress, referred to in Tun Trisunz of 
Sept. 30, but they are all the more interesting, 
and are strictly logical deductions from what is 
already known. Enough has been traced out 
to point to the conclusion that these microbes 
constitute the active part of the virus of in- 
fectious diseases and of many that are not re- 
garded as such. As a prerequisite to their in- 
fectious development they must gain admuis- 
sion to the blood or tissues through the 
cutaneous covering of the mucous substance, 
each species having its own peculiar site for 
ingress and mode of accomplishing its de- 
structive work, Some appear to do this 
mostly in the mechanical way, multiplying 
to such an extent as to clog the 
minute vessels, while others directly deterio- 
rate the blood by robbing it of some of its vital 
qualities, leaving the system impoverished. 
Still a third kind of action is the production 
of poisons of ‘such deadly intensity that they 
destroy not only the infected person but them- 
selyes as well, acting in this respect like the 
scorpion, that is said to sting itself when it 
can find no other object on which to vent its 
fury. In fact the germs of the infectious dis- 
eases seem all to be subject to this law of 
suicidal extermination. They destroy as they 
go, but are ultimately poisoned by their own 
venom, which fact enables us to understand 
how the black death and plagues of former 
ages, and the cholera and small-pox of today, 
have died out in the absence of any apparent 
reason, unlike the fire fiend who ceases work 
only for lack of material. 

The most astonishing part of the revelation 
is that the animal tissues themselves give out 
independent organizations, called leucocytes 
and phagocytes, which are cells capable of 
locomotion and of changing size and form. 
When the system is healthy these are small in 
number, as is the army of the United States 
on a peace footing. But they soon swell to a 
vastly numerous force when the system is in- 
vaded. They wrap themselves round the in- 
vader, and absorb its tissues by a digesvive 
process, as some of the lower forms of animal 
life previously known surround their prey, 
and particles of dist are inclosed and carried 
off where they will do no harm by irritation. 
Dr. Koch stated, however, that the belief in 
this kind of action by the white blood corpus- 
cles (leukos, white) is now losing ground, It 
may be that in this part of the study the im- 
agination has run ahead of the facts farther 
than they will justify. This does not affect 
the deduction that some species of bacilli are 
antagonistic to others and can be employed 
for their extermination. The theory is plausi- 
ble, to say the least, and offers the possibility 
of more satisfactory results than can be ob- 
tained by varying: the older forms of medica- 
tion which present few’ if any specific reme- 
dies for any form of disease and, those open 
to the suspicion of quackery. Though the 
study of bacteriology may lead to radically 
new departures in this respect it emphasizes 
one valuable deduction already traced 
out, but slowly, through the medical 
practice of the past. It is that 
whatever may be the inciting cause of internal 
disturbance it acts only when the system is 
weakened so as to be unable to resist it. 
When the body is in bounding health the at- 
tacks of malaria, cholera, etc., may pass off 
as harmlessly as water falling on the back of 
a duck; but dissipation or other lowering of 
the vital force invites the attack by opening a 
gateway through which the virus can do its 
deadly work. The physician and the profes- 
sional nurse well understand this, and their ob- 
servance of the laws of hygiene enables them 
to pass unscathed through scenes that are full 
of danger to others who do not take the same 
precautions against possible infection.

It is well known that the bulk of woolen fabrics 
entering into the consumption of the majority of 
our people are produced and sold in this country 
at the present time much below the foreign cost 
of similar fabrics with the duties added. All 
these classes of goods will continue to be sold at 
prices determined by home competition, and at 
prices below the rates at which similar fabrics 
can be landed in this country duty paid. No one 
need, therefore, anticipate paying higher prices 
for clothing unless he belo * to that class of 
citizens to whom the price of clothing is of no 
consequence, 

He omits to mention the fact that the price 
of the foreign mixing wool which has to be 
used in the manufacture of these goods has 
been advanced by reason of the higher wool 


schedule, and that the price of woolens will 


‘have to go up to correspond. Not all the 


„home competition” in the world can stop 
that. Nor is the consumer so much impressed 
by the fact that these goods can be made here 
for less than the duty-paid foreign goods 
would cost him. What impresses him is the 
fact that he has to pay more than he has been 
paying. And finally it is just that class of 
citizens to whom the price of clothing is of 
great consequence that will have to pay the 
highest proportionate advances. For, while 
expensive broadcloths will cost but little more, 
cheap suitings will cost a good deal more or 
will be of poorer quality. If the Tariff bill 
had done nothing more than to raise the duties 
on woolens, home competition might have 
kept the American manufacturers from charg- 
ing up to the tariff level, but by increasing the 
cost of foreign mixing wools the tariff has 
raised necessarily the price of the goods into 
which they enter, whether there is competition 
or not. This is where Taz Tribune thinks 
the framers of the bill committed a grave 
mistake,

The Defendant, Mrs. Ella T. Burt, Boasted 
That She Was a Woman Whe Could 
Take from Another Woman Her fus- 
band and Still Keep Her Own--Her Vent- 
ure with Mrs, Richardson Cost Her 
$20,000—What Mormonism Really Is— 
Other News from New Tork, | 

New York, Oct. 6.—[{Spec 


having ‘alienated the affections of her husband, 
David C. Richardson. Mrs, Richardson's griey- 
ance has been of several years’ standing, in fact, 
extending over the last eight years, but to save 
the scandal of a public exposure the suit, of 
which today’s verdict was the legal sequence, was 
only brought a few weeks ago. 

At the trial, which took place before Judge Du- 
gro of the Supreme Court, no defense was made, 
and a judgment by default was ordered in Mrs. 
Richardson's favor. Mrs. Richardson, who is a 
blonde of petite figure, was dressed in black. She 
showed extreme nervousness in telling the story 
of her married wrongs. She married, she said, in 
1874, and lived happily with .her husband until 
the summer of 1880, when her busband formed the 
acquaintance of Mrs. Burt of Sea Cliff. Mrs. 
Burt, with her husband and two children, occu- 
pied a cottage adjoining that of Mrs, Richardson. 

“The wrong,” said Mrs, Richardson, began 
on the part of Mrs. Burt and I remonstrated with 
her at her conduct. She told me that she was a 
woman who could take from another woman her 
husband and still keep her own.”’ 

For eight years this woman had robbed her of 
the love of her husband, she said, and though 
she brought a suit against her for money dam- 
ages no amount of money would compensate her 
for this robbery. Her hus although having 
anincome of $12,000, had on ven her a few 
hundred dollars a year.

THE WILD HORSE OF THE REDSKIN. 


His Romantic Origin, His Habits, and His 
Practical Extermination. | 
Kansas City Star: The Indian horses of 
the mountain and plains tribes were origi- 
nally of that wild stock once found in vast 
herds all over the intra-continent region, and 
which had their beginning from those that 
strayed from the Spaniards in old Mexico, as 
there were no animals of that character on 
the continent until the Spanish conquest, if 
we except an extinct species found only as a 
fossil on the plains of Kansas. These were 
geological specimens long before the 
advent of Indian, and of such a 
remote age as to bewilder the mind in 
its contemplation, Even until the middle of 
the eighteenth century the Indians of the 
country east of the Mississippi used to la 
at the white man, who could not walk but 
must ride a horse. The Indian thought noth- 
ing of keeping up a “dog trot” all day, mak- 
ing his fifty and sixty miles during that time. 
I am inclined to the belief, after some investi- 
gation of the question, that our word lope,”’ 
which both Webster and Worcester define as 
an American provincialism ; a short gallop,”’ 
has its deriviation from the fact that — n- 
dians who were the runners of the tribes al- 
ways moved in a sort of a shuffling gait, re- 
sembling, as the early French voy called 
it, the ambling of the loup,“ in that

e wild horses of the American Continent 
once roamed from the border of Old Mexico 
as far north as Lake Winnipeg. Twenty- 
three years there were a great many wan- 
dering over the broad, grassy bottoms of the 
Cimarron in Southwestern Kansas; — 
they are not all ;extinct yet. All the wild 
horses that I have ever seen were of sinall 
stature—pony-built in every instance—but pos- 
sessing a wonderful amount of endurance; a 
tough, hardy animal, well fitted to perform 
the peculiar duties the Indian demanded of 
him. The average say is very hard 
on his animals, and unless their horses 
were constituted to “ live on cactus and drink 
the green slime of the buffalo wallows they 
would have become extinct, probably, long 
ago. When caught young are easily 
broken,“ but if taken at an advanced age 
they are perfectly incorrigible. I remember 
one that used to do duty on the old stage line 
between Ellsworth and Sterling seventeen 

ears ago. He was the most vicious brute it 

as ever been my fortune see. 
Whenever it became necessary to 
shoe him he had to be knocked down 
with an ax, and before he recov 
his senses, tied, and only in that condition 
would the blacksmith dare approach him. His 
endurance was something marvelous; his 
driver, the only man who could do anything 

* 


with him at tried for years to wear him 
out, but without success, and he succumbed at 
last only to old age. 1 have ridden behind 
him many a time, but in momentary na 
tion of having my brains kicked out or 

to pieces wherever he started down-hill. His 
bones lie bleaching somewhere on the divide 
between the Smoky Hill and the Arkansas. 

The usual method of capturing the wild 
horse by the plains tribe was with the lariat, 
in the early days made of the hair of the buf- 
falo, or that of the tail of ponies. The Chey- 
ennes, Kiow and Dacotahs, improper 
called Sioux, whenever they started out on an 
expedition to catch wild horses, always picked 
the fastest animals they possessed. e rider, 
winding his lariat on his arm, dashes into the 
herd at a dead run, and, as soon as he gets the 
rope on the neck of a wild horse jumps off his 
own as quick as a flash, and. running as fast 
as he can, allows the lariat to slip through 
his hands gradually until the animal is 
choked and falls to the ground for want of 
breath, and lies there a quivering, helpless 
mass. Then the Indian moves forward v 
slowly, step by step, toward the horse’s 
still keeping animal well choked, and pro- 
ceeds to fasten a pair of rawhide hobbles on 
his forefeet. Then he lets up on the lariat, so 
that the animal can catch his breath, and then 
takes a turn with the lariat around the jaw, like 
a bit, which gives him wonderful power over 
the frightened horse, which pitches and 
plunges, snorts, and tumbles around until he 
is nearly exhausted. Then the Indian, by 
careful management, gets his hand on the 
horse’s nose, pats him a little, and is soon able 
to mount him and he is broken!“ 

In later years they sometimes “‘creased”’ the 
animal, a custom taught the Indians by the 
old trappers, I sus . “Creasing’’ was simply 
sending a ball through the tough mass of 


gristle of the neck, which by stunning the 


brain for a few moments caused the animal to 
fall as if dead, every limb stretched out and 
quivering ; this lasts long enough for them to 
be secured, when they rise as if nothing had 
happened to them. 

The white man used to adopt entirely differ- 
ent tactics m capturing the wild horses on the 
Cimarron, in Kansas. They simply wore them 
out by never letting them stop to eat or drink, 
and by keeping up that plan the animal was 
—_— “roped” after a day or two’s constant 
trave ;

CHOCTAW LEGISLATURE MEETS. 


Gov. Smallwood’s Message a Disappoint- 
ment to Many.

Unusually large clearings illustrate the activity 
of general business. Clearings of nearly $17,000,000 
which are not swollen by any speculative trans- 
actions mean an immense volume of business. 
The demand for funds is equal to all the banks 
care to put out while they are waiting for the 

's call. The situation in New York is 
by no means encouraging, and that has considera- 
ble effect on the minds of the men controlling bank 
funds here, if it does not generally affect the situ- 
ation directly. The demand is steady enough to 
hold rates firm at 6@7 per cent. Commercial 
paper is moving in a fairly satisfactory way. 
There is a little sold to the local banks. Occa- 
sionally an order is had from the East. Paper is 
selling generally at 7 per cent, though some that is 
extra good is now and then sold under that rate. 

Sterling exchange continued to sell at the clos- 
ing figures of last week, but the tone was not 
strong. Actual rates were 487 for demand and 
482 for sight drafts. New York exchange opened 
at 90c discount and closed at 800 discount, with 
liberal transactions. 

The local stock market continues wholly life- 
less, with the tendency etill toward lower prices. 
The strong houses are discouraging their cus- 
tomers from any bull speculation and none but 
the strongest houses are in a position to execute 
orders on a margin if they received the orders. 
The demoralization of the New York. mar- 
ket is accountable for some of the weak- 
ness here, but without reference to any 
outside situation there is not much to encour- 
age the buying of local stocks just now. There 
is no favorable news in the way of earnings to

There are a 
good many spots through the best corn country 
where tbe corn is in fine shape and there are 4 
good many more where it is in ex bad 
condition. Taken as a whole, the crop in his 
State will not be over 15 per cent of an average. 
They are paying 40c per bu out there for old corn 
and for some of the new, and merchantable corn 
is going — be scarce on this cro He is con- 
vinced from observations in t eo other corn 
States that a quite similar condition of affairs ex- 
ists in them, and that there is going to be a gen- 
eral disappointment over results. Wherever 
husking is going on this is proving to be true, 
even in me favored districts where it was sup- 
posed no damage had been done. 


THE MARKETS, 


Flour continued quiet, though the feeling was 
considerably better on account of the firmer tone 
of. wheat. Foreign advices are encouraging. 
Stocks of flour in London are not large, and it 
is believed that the month will see some good ex- 
port business, 

Over Sunday had not developed any nerve on 
the part of the bears, and the opening of wheat 
was strong, as the curb had indicated that it 
would be. As some of the shrewder bulls had an-

From the present outlook combined receipts of 
hogs at Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha, and St. Louis 
for 1890 will aggregate over 12,000,000, of which Chica- 
go will get 7,000,000 and Kansas City about 3,000,000, 
Considerable proportion of the Omaha, Kansas City, 
and St. Louis receipts figure again in the Chicago 
movement. 

Receipts of allkinds of live stock at Chicago last 
week aggregated 268,414 head or 6,39 car-loads, 
against 6,028 cars the previous week; and 6,583 cars 
the corresponding week a year ago. 

Today's (Tuesday’s) receipts are estimated at Y. 
000 hogs, 12,000 cattle, and 10,000 sheep, against 14,180 
hogs, 10,679 cattle, and 11,950 sheep one week ago, and 
K. N poss 9,165 cattle, and 8,610 sheep One year ago. 

About 21,000 cattle arrived Sunday and 
ot ig nearly haif of which were rangers from 
Texas and the Far West.
